mission of the record. ‘The want of the art of 
printing in ancient times of course prevented 
any thing like the astonishing results in the 
way of multiplying the Scriptures, produced by 
the mechanical facilities of the press;—but the 
effectual provision which was made for the 
translation of the Scriptures from age to age is 
something quite noticeable, and must be re- 
garded as a very striking fact, in the order of 
Providence, eminently significant of the nature 
of the influence by which the religion, of which 
they are the record, was to be maintained and 
transmitted. 

This topic has been very judiciously ailuded 
to, in a somewhat different connection, by the 
Rev. gentleman (Mr. Hill) who preceded me; 
but it is one of so much importance, that I ven- 
ture to ask your attention to it tor a moment, 
though it may seem to lie a little out of the 
range of remark veual on occasions of this kind. 
It will be admitted, | think, Sir, that there is 
a natural disposition on the part of a priest- 
hood,—it was eminently so with the priesthood 
of Egypt, (the country in which the first Wes- 
tern version of the Old Testament was made,) to 
retain exclusively io their own hands all the en- 
gines of religious influence. The Egyptian priest- 
hood carried this so far, as to make a mystery 
of the hieroglyphical characters, in which their 
sacred traditions are recorded ;—in consequence 
of which, the knowledge of these characters 
was lost for ages, and has but lately been re- 
covered and that imperfectly. Now in direct 
contradiction of this disposition (which is prob- 
ably innate in man,) there have been in all ages 
and countries, in which the Scriptures have 
been received as the rule of faith, counter in- 
fluences at work, which have insured the prep- 
aration of a series of Wau ons inte the ver- 
naculat idiom, As the World has moved on- 
ward; as people after people has been gather- 
ed into the household of nations, and dialect af- 
ter dialect bas grown up into an independent 
tungue, in opposition to the instinet of class to 
which I have alluded,—there has ever been 
found an occasion,—an efficient demand,—a 
Providential call, for a new translation of the 
Bible, by which the ancient and venerable rec- 
ord bas been made intelligible to each new peo-

This probably began at an earlier period than that 
to which our historical accounts go back.

But for 
the ecclesiastical uses «ade of the Greek and Latin, 
the language of Cicero and Demosthenes might have 
shared the fate of that of Egypt and Assyria. On 
the other hand, if there had been a version of the Old 
‘Testament into the language and character of ancient 
F.gypt or ancient Assyria, the sculptured sides of 
the obelieks and temples of Memphis and Thebes 
would net have remained a mystery and a riddle for 
ayes ; nor would the arrow-beaded inscriptions of the 
wonderful ruins of Nimroud and Perespolis still defy 
the sagacity of the learned world. ‘They would have 
been as intelligible as Hebrew or Arabic. 

It is not my purpose, Sir, to urge he importance 
of the Seriptures in any connection witb buman learna- 
jog in any of its branches, nor to intimate that dhere 
is anything miraculous in (heir preservauion from re- 
mote antiquity, although we cannot, | think, douln 
them to have been the otjects of an overruling and 
disposing Providence. What I have wished to point

The Sermon before this Body was preached in 
Brattle Street Church on Thursday, at 11 o'clock, by 
Rev. Prof. Park, from 1 Sam. 15: 29, “And also the

& man that he should repent,” and Gen. 6: 6, “And 
it repeated the Lord that be had made man on the 
earth, and it grieved bim at bis heart.” 

‘The maim otyect of the preacher was to illustrate 
two forms of theology as deducible from Seripture, 
which be denominated the theology of the intellect 
and the theology of the feelings. 

Under the first general bead were stated some of 
the characteristic differences between these two forms 
of theology, and under the second, some of the influ- 
ences which they mutually exert upon each other.
